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1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ericson 
(4,978,143). 



Ericson relates to an adhesive strip or tab (13) having at least three panels with a 
predefined width and pressure sensitive adhesive on its rear face. As shown in figures - 2, 4 and 
6, the panels are divided along perforated lines (69) and (57B). As shown in figure - 6 the sum 
of the first and second panels is greater than the base panel. Also, the third panel width is less 
than the other two panels. 

The intended use phrases such as "foldable materials", "for permitting", "for forming", 
etc. have not been given patentable weight as said phrases are not found to be positive limitation. 

Similarly, the preamble phrase "A sticky loop" has not been given patentable weight 
because the portion of the claim following the preamble is a self-contained structure description 
which does not depend for completeness upon the introductory clause.
